Lewis was born in Dansville, 
Viruinia, on May 18, 1066, During the 
early prirtof his career he became 
conspleuous for a heuvy growth of 
whiskers of an almost pink shade.

Virginia and went to the state of 
Washington, where he practised law 
in several northwestern cities, 
Lewis served well and. actively 
during the Spanish-American> war, 
first upon the stall of ‘General Brooks 
ty Cuba and later upon the staff of 


General Grant in Porto Rico, 

Lewis distinguished himself when 
he was appointed by President Me-' 
Kinley as special representative of 
the United Stntes to Ottawa, to re- 
gulate the matters of the customs 
charges on the border of British 
Columbia and the Pacific northwest 
states. , 

His work on the Ottawa commis- 
sion had been so successful that he 
was appointed to serve upon the 
commission named to settle the 
Alaskan boundary and kindred dis- 
putes, : i 

In 1905 he moved to Chicago where 
he was to lve during the greater 
part of the remainder of his life, 
Here he resumed his law practice, 
begun in Washington state, and was 
chosen _ corporation counsel for 
Chicago in 1905. 

He co-operated with Prof, A. H.

Democracy and Religion 
EMOCRACY, assailed from within 
and without, {s taking stock. In 
the process, those who believe it to 
be the finest form of government yet 
developed are discovering how essen- 
tial a good God is to good govern- 
ment. 

As the nature of democracy and of 
the attack on’ it became more 
apparent, the vital role of religion 
will be perceived. Ideally, demo- 
cracy accepts man as spiritual, made 
in the’ image and likeness of God, 
capable of understanding the divine 


‘| government well enough to be self- 


soverned. ,It expects men to reflect 
in some measure the divine attributes 
of justice, reason, kindness, ‘liberty, 
truthfulness, self-control. In so far 
as men fall to express these spiritual 
qualities, democracy ‘fails, 

Majority rule, the representative 
system, universal suffrage, free elec- 
tions, {rec competition, equal rights, 
econoinic “equality, constitutional 
fornis—none of these will guarantee 
the success of democracy if the 
spirltual_content_is_lncking._Any_of 
these may be made instruments of 
tyranny unless ihe basic ideal of 
individual worth, independence, free- 

| dom, and perfectibility is retained. 

Materialistie concepts have always 
attacked this ideal, To-day two 
forms of materialism are particularly 
active, One looks upon ‘man as 
merely an economic animal. A faulty 
Marxist interpretation of history is 
partly to blame for this attitude. 

Now a fairer and better society 
should come out of an increased 
awareness of the way government 
has been abused for economic exploi- 
tation. And a happier -and more 
stable society can be expected where 
men are free from economic injustices 
und insecurity. But too often to-day 
there is an ignorant and excessive 
emphasis on material and mechanistic 
motives. It teaches worker and em- 
ployer, farm and factory, producer 
und consumer, to pursue a, selfish 
separate interest when the larger 
interest of each is attainable only by 
co-operation. It tends to animality, 
hate and violence. It destroys demo- 
eracy. ; fe 

Another - form of materialism's 
attack on democracy {fs extreme 
racism, a Welief that man is merely 
a biological specimen, whose virtue, 
courage and honesty are determined 


by blood and soil, This combines 
with Fascism'’s mystical exaltation of 
the state to make the Individual 


merely a material unit to be merged 
in a militarized mass for overcoming 
other races or states. Freedom of 
thought or speech cannot be tolerated 
In such totalitarianism. Worship. of 
the state or of an individual symboli- 
sing the state is substituted for 
Christlanity, Persecution, Intolerance, 
and hate become virtues, 
Democratic peoples may recognise 
these forms of materialism ‘most 
clearly in certain. countrics or 
jdcologics. ‘But they can find them 


operating among thelr own country-. 


men—if not in thelr own thought. 
And St is primorily in thought that 
they..must be combated.. It is his- 
torleally provable that more spiritual 
concepts. of Deity have produced 
better men and better governments. 
‘Men governed by Christianity's code, 
men striving to express the otirlbutes 
of a God who {fs Truth, Love and 
Principle, can hope to govern them- 
selves successfully, == .. -- :

Lewis distinguished himsctf- when 
he way appointed by President Me- 
Kinley os spe¢ial. representative of 
the United States to Ottawa, to re- 
gulate the rmitters of the customs 
charges on the border of British 
Columbia arid the Pdeific northwest 

- states, 

His work on the Ottawa commis- 
sion hod been so successful that he 
was appointed to serve upon the 
commission named to settle the 
Alaskon boundary and kindred dis- 
putes, 

In 1905 he moved to Chicago where 
he was to live during the grenter 
part of the remainder of his life, 

«Here he resumed, his law practice, 
_begun in Whshington state, and was 
chosen corporation © counsel for 
Chicago in 1905. 

He co-operated with 
Putney In the volume, “Laws and 
Decision Upon Electlons"’, and also 
“the Two Great Republics, Rome 
and the United Stat For this lat- 
ter worl, he was made « member of 
the Geographical and Historinl Soe 
clety of Parls, He is also the author 
of-a-standard- work -on -International 
law, 7 

In'1012 he was the unanimous 

nomince by’ the primary vote of the 
Yinois Democrats for United States 
senate and was elected to the senate 
by the legislature In 1913, He served 
in the senate for six years and be- 
‘enuse of the satiric and stinging 
‘powers of his tongue and the In- 
fluence he wielded within his own 
party Was made party-whip.

EMOCRACY, ussniled from within 

and without, is talking stock. In 
{he process, those who believe It to 
be the finest form of government yet 
developed are discovering how essen- 
tial a good God is to good govern- 
ment, ‘ : 

As the nature of democracy and of 
the attack on it become more 
ipparent, the vital role of religion 
will be perceived. Idenlly, demo- 
cracy accepts man as spiritual, made 
in the image and Hikeness of God, 
capnble of understanding the divine 
yovernment. well cnough to be self- 
governed, It expects men to reflect 
in some measure the divine attributes 
of justice, reason, Kindness, tiberty, 
truthfulness, self-control, In so far. 


us men fail to express these spiritual f 


qualities, democracy fails, 

Majority rule, the representative 
system, universal suffrage, free: clec- 
tlons, free competition, equal rights, 
econamic , equality, constitutional 
forms—none of these will guarantee 
the success of democracy if the 
spiritual’ corttent is lacking. Any of 
these may be made instruments of 
{yranny_uniess the __basic__ideal__of, 
individual worth, independence, free- 
dom, ind perfectibility is retained, 

Materialistic concepts have always 
attacked -this ideal. To-day two 
forms of materialism are particularly 
netive: One looks upon man as 
merely an economic animal. A faulty 
Marxist interpretation of history ‘is 
partly to blame, for this attitude. 

Now a fairer and better socicty 
should come out of an increased 
awareness of the way government 
has been abused for economic explol- 
tation. And oa happier and more 
stable socicly can be expected where 
men are free fram economic injustices 
and Insecurity. But too often to-day 


+| there is an ignorant and excessive 


emphasis on material and mechanistic 
motives. It terches worker and em- 
ployer, farm and factory, producer 
and consumer, to pursue a selfish 
separate interest when the larger 
interest of ench is attalnable only by 
co-operation. It tends to animality, 
hate and violence, It destroys demo- 
‘cracy., 

Another form of materlalism’'s 
attack on democracy Is extreme 
racism, a belief that man is merely 
a biological specimen, whose virtue, 
courage and honesty are determined 
by blood and soil. This combines 
with Faselsm’s mystical cxaltation of 
the state to make the individual 
merely a material unit to be merged 
in a militarized mass for overcoming 
other races. or states, Freedom of 
thought or speech cannot be tolerated 
dn such totalitarlanism. . Worship of 
the state or of an individual symboli- 
sing ihe state is substituted for 
Christianity.. Persecution, Intolerance, 
‘and hate become virtues, 


Democratic peoples: may recognise 


these forms of materialism most 
clearly in certain. countries or 
Ideologies. But they can find them 
operating among their own country- 
men—if. not in thelr own thouht. 
And ‘it {is primarily in thought that 
they..must be combated. It is his- 
torically provable that more spiritual 
concepts of Deity, have produced 
better men ‘and: better. governments.

“Whereas the term of the duration 
of the fishery convention between 
Japan and the Soviet Union signed 
on Ja y 23, 1928, and ~ prolonged 
by protocols signed respectively on 
May 25, 10936, d Decernber: 28, in 
the same year snd on December 29, 
1937, came to un end on December 
31, 1938; and whereas a new agree 
‘ment could not be concluded before 
December 31, 1938; the Governments 
of Jopan and the Soviet Union here- 
by ugree that the fishery convention 
between Japan and the Sovict Union 
ns well as all the documents an- 
nexed thereto signed on January 23, 
1928, all remain in foree until 
Deceinber 31, 1939. 


In releasing the text, the spokes- 
man of the Forelgn Ofice announced 
that an Imperial sanction was grant- 
ed on April 8 for the new agreement 
which was signed by the Japanese 
Ambassador at Moscow — ad: re- 
ferendum and that the Government 
immediately direeted| Ambassador 
Toxo to inform Forelgn Commissar 
Litvinov of the ratification by the 
Japanese Government. :

LONDON, Apr. 9. 


- WITH THE prospective British guarantees for the 
independence of Greece and Turkey awaiting formal 


approval -at to-day’s Cabinet meeting, 
resistance has stiffened in the teeth of the 


Great Britain’s 
German and 


Italian bid for European supremacy. 


“Except In.one quarter—Russia— 
the nddition of the Greco-Turkish 
IInks to: the chain -around. Germany 
has been strengthened by last week's 
Anglo-Pollsh alliance and [Is seen as 
narrowing the line beyond which 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
dare not venture without the im- 
mediate risk of war. 

Instead of sharing the prevailing 
belief, n Sovict spokesman expressed 
that the omlssion of the Sovict and 
Rumania from the anti-aggression 
alliance muy be a deliberate hint to 
Herr Hitler that the corridor must 
be left open in his eastward advance 
to Soviet Uleralne providing he ab- 
staina from war on the western 
European front. 

By failing to invite Russia to join 
in the peace coalition, the Anglo- 
French, in the opinion of the Sovicts, 
hope to tempt Herr Hitler into mov- 
ing towards Ukrainia. ° 

The Anglo-French delay in allgn- 
ing Rumania to the anti-aggression 
bloc is cited as evidence tending to 
strengthen the Soviet theory. 

A British spokesman, on the other 
hand, scouted the Soviet suggestion 
and argued that the’ guarantees of 
the French to Turkey, would be to 
Rumuanin’s and Russia’s direct’ in- 
He sald that by bringing the 
Turks and the Greeks Into the “stop 
Hitler” bloc, Great Britain would be 
prepuring to defend the Dardanelles 


and the Black Sea, thus | facilitating 
the protection of Rumanin as well as 
safeguarding the communications with 
Russia in event of war, besides ser- 
ving the obvious purposq:of shield- 
ing the routes to India and the East 
generally —United Press. 


Cabinet Mects 
, London, Apr, 10. 

A. Cabinet meeting at 11 a.m. will 
heur a full report from Lord Hallfax, 
Foreign Secretary, on all events since 
Thursday, especially concerning the 
Italian occupation of Albania, writes 
Reuter’s political correspondent. ; 

This is the first tlme that the 
Cabinet has met on a Bank holldhy 
for several yeurs. 

The Cabinet will ulso consider the 
requests of Mr..C. R. Attlee, Leader 
of the Opposition, and Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, Liberal leader, made during 
a meeting of Ministers last Saturday, 
for recall of Parliament, 

Feeling in political circles at pre- 
sent {is that Parliament may be re- 
called by the middle of the week, An 
officiat announcement on this point is 
expected after the mecting of the 
Cabinet, which will be held under 
the Chairmanship of the Premier, 
Mr. -Neville Chamberlain.—Reuter,

ALBANIA NORMAL 
E Tirana, Apr. 10. 

A provisional government has been 
established in Albania with a cabinct 
of seven members headed by a for- 
mer Premier, Djafer Ypi, who is re- 
spected both by Albanians and non- 
Italian foreigners, 

Albania, it Is suid, will be neither 
n colony nor a protectorate, but will 


have a purely Albanian government}- 


under Italian supervision. 

Albania has returned to normal, 
Shops and cafes have opened und the 
streets are crowded, although in the 
hinterland approximately 12,000 
Mohammedan mountaineers are re- 
ported to be continually sniping at 
the Italian columns which have now 
virtually completed the occupation of 
the nation. 

Armed bands of Albanians have 
surrendered huge piles of pistols, 
rifles and shotguns which ‘are piled 
jn the courtyard of the Italian Lega~ 
tion. 

Count Ciano, in his first speech to 
the Albanian people, addressed a dew 
legation of notables at the air field, 

He said, “It is Il Duce's intention 
to give the people of Albania order, 
welfare ‘und progress within the 
framework of. their, National Ife.” 

Shortly before leaving tor 
Florian, King Zog, told United Press: 

“War continues in Albania with 
our soldiers still holding some im- 
portant towns. The Albanians are 
being attacked and are sUll fighting. 
They can only attempt to hold their 
own. The Royal Family have no 
plans beyond Salonika. 

“There are In Europe two madmen 
who are disturbing the entire world 
—Hiller and Mussolini. There are 
in Europe two dam fools who sleep 
Chamberlain and Daladicr, 

"If the British ships at Corfu had 
fired only one shot, none of us would

Democracy and Religion 
EMOCRACY, assailed from within 
and without, is taking stock. In 
the process, those who -belleve it to 
be the finest form of government yet 
developed ure discovering how essen- 


‘ltlal a godd God Is to good govern- 


ment. : 

As the nature of democracy and of 
the attack on Jt become more 
apparent, the vital role of: religion 
will be perceived. Idcally, demo- 
eracy accepts man as spiritual, made 
jn the Image and likeness of God, 
capable of understanding the divine 
government well enough to be sclf- 
governed, It expects men to reflect 
in some measure the divine nttributes 
of justice, reason, kindness, ilberty, 
truthfulness, self-control. In 50, far 
as men fail to express these spiritual 
qualities, democracy falls. 

Majority rule, the representative 
system, universal suffrage, free elec- 
tions, free competition, equal rights, 
economic — equality, constitutional 
forms-—none of these will guarantee 
the success of democracy if the 
spiritual content is lacking, Any of 
these may be made instruments of 
tyranny unless the basie ideal of 
{ndividual” worth; independence,-free~. 
dom, and perfectibility is retained. 

Materlalistic concepts have always 
attacked this ‘deal. To-day two 
forms of materialism are particularly 
active, One looks upon man as 
merely an economic animal. A faulty 
Marxist interpretation of history is 
partly to blame for this attitude, - 

Now a fairer and better socicly 
should come out of ‘an increased 
awareness of the way government 
has been abused for economic explol- 
tntion, And a happier and more 
stable society can be expected where 
men are free from economic injustices 
and insecurity. But too often to-day 
there is an ignorant and excessive 
emphasis on material and mechanistic 
motives. It teaches worker and em- 
ployer, farm and factory, producer 
and consumer, to pursue A selfish 
sepnrate interest when the larger 


interest of cach Is attainable only by 


It tends to animality, 


co-operation. 
It destroys demo~ 


hate and violence. 
cracy. 

Another form of materinlism’s 
attack on democracy is extreme 
racism, a belfef that man is merely 
a biological specimen, whose virtue, 
courage and honesty are determined 
by blood and soll. This combines 
with Fascism's mysticnl exaltation of 
the state to make the Individual 
merely a material unit to be merged 
jn a militarized mass for overcoming 
other races or states. Freedom of 
thought or speech cannot be tolerated 
{n such totalitarianism. Worship. of 
the state or of an Individual symboli- 
sing the state Is substituted for 
Christianity. Persecution, Intolerance, 
and hate vecome virtues. 

Democratic peoples “may recognise 
these forms of materialism most 
clently in certain” countries or 
jdeologies. But they can find them 


-Loperating among their own country- 


men—if .not In their own thought. 
‘And It is primarily in thought that 
ihey must be combated. It is hig» 
torieally provable that more splritual 
concepta of Deity have produce 
better men and better governments. 
Men overned, by, Christlanity’s code, 
men striving to wepress the attributes 
of a God who [s Truth, Love and 
Principle, can hope to govern them~ 
selves successfully. :

(CERTAINLY there had been

Boiled down, the events pre- 
ceding the occupation were 
simply this: Italy made a great 
fussy about expanding, at the 
expense of France, along the 
lines of ancient Rome. Despite 
the undoubted prestige accom- 
panying the fascist victory in 
Spain, she was able to produce 
no concrete territoriul gains. 
Italian public opinion was aware 
of this. It could be assuaged, 
from time to time, by such 
fanfare circuses as Count 
Ciano’s visit to Belgrade and it 
may have been completely satis- 
fied by gains accruing from the 
Spanish enterprise. But the 
Albanians knew that theirs was 
a small and friendless nation; 
that it lies a-scant fifty miles

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1915 had been accorded: Italian 
occupancy of Valona, it is true, 
was ended almost two decades 
ngo by an Albanian revolt. The 
‘patriotic song of the guerillas— 
“Viora”, another name for 
Valonn—was forbidden to sooth 
Italian pride. Italy, neverthe- 
legs, retained the rocky island of 
Saseno and constructed a strong 
set of fortifications known as 
the “Gibraltar of the Adriatic.” 
Saseno was merely a barren 
isle where Tosk shepherds 
grazed their flocks. It was of 
no earthly use to Albania, which 
had no navy. It did give Italy 
complete control of the Adriatic 
mouth and protection for her 
flat and indefensible Eastern 
coast. : 
Albania never formally recog- 
nised Italian sovereignty of 
Saseno, but what ‘might have 
been a diploniatie stumbling- 
block was | simply solved — by 
ylossing over. On Italian maps, 
Suseno was Italian; on Albanian 
maps it was Albanian... In 
Tirana the story was told that a 
package addressed not long ago 
to “Sageno, Italy” and arriving 
at Valona, was returned to the 
sender by Albanian -authoritias. 
But there is no doubt that Italy 
intends to retain her hold here, 
as she will in Albania itself. 
The reason is quite evident 
when, flying across Valona Bay 
—ns the writer did—one can 
see the outline of the Italian 
coast forty-seven miles away.:

But Italy 
has not failed-to receive com- 
pensatory benefits. Italy al- 
ready held a’ tight grip on 
Albanian petroleum concessions.

HE possibility of an Italian 
expedition hung as a sword 
of Damocles in “trany patriotic 
minds in Albania. Diplomati- 
cally, Albania was in ao weak 
position, For many years after 
its de jure creation in the post- 
war treaties, it could always 
count upon the opposing in- 
terests of Italy and Jugo-Slavia 
to safeguard its independence. 
Both powers made it clear that 
territorial aspirations in Albania 
by each other would be regarded 
as inimical acts. However, the 
binding of a new _ friendship 
between Rome and Belgrade 
altered the situation. Funda- 
mentally, Jugo-Slavia can_never 
willingly: agree to the Italian 
occupation of the mainland’ of 
the Balkan peninsula.

It is apparent that in its poli- 
tical activity ‘Italy played an 
astute game. A powerful and 
rabble-rousing Italian speaker 
named Giro was employed by 
the Albanian government, at 
Italian behest, to “organize” the 
youth. Unofficially, it is widely 
known that Giro, one of the 
original Fascist “Squadron of 
Action” and‘an acquaintance of 
Mussolini, was ardently anti-Zog. 
Although’ ‘he undoubtedly did 
his sincere best to aid the stimu- 
lant Albania’s younger genera- 
tion (despite the fact he speaks 
only Italian) he hada recognised 
political value in keeping the 
regime on tenterhooks. . 
The. diplomatic interest of. 
Italy in Albanian territory dates 
back to the days when Bismarck 
proposed to Rome that she 
abandoned her claims in the 
terre irrcdenic and seck compen- 
sation across the Adriatic. In 
1917, General Ferrero, leading 
an army of occupation, told the 
Albanians: “We are bringing’ 
‘back to you the civilisation of

“©The fact that all nations are full 
of apprehensions and therefore, full 
of vigilunce to-day may help to avert 
or at the worst to postpone the 
catastrophe,” Lloyd George said, 

“All the governments are fully 
consclous of the danger and they may 
therefore strive to aveld a conflict of 
arins."* ae 

But he expressed the belief that 
Russia, with vast resources and mun- 
power, was the decisive factor" in the 
struggle between the so-called dee 
mocracies and the dictatorships, . 

“The snubbing: of Russia In the 
erisis of 1938 by second-rate states- 
men who are directing, French and 
British diplomacy will always re- 
main, one of the puzzles of history,” 
Lloyd George said. “The historians 
ean find no explanation for it except 
abnormal slupidity. 


INTELLECTUALLY GIANTS 


“We may abhor the doctrines of the 
nutocracies and stil more — the 
methods of Hitler and Mussolini. But 
intellectually they are giants. cun- 
fronted by men whose mental stature 
Is just average,” 

The’ great need of the democratic 
powers, he said, is for “strong and 
stendfast leadership” that will dis- 
pell the convictlon of the dictators 
that the democracies “will submit to 
any affront or any outrage rather 
than fight.” That convictlon on the 


part of autocracies, he considers the 
greatest peril to peace.
